Trial of $191,000 Liquor Vase Begin* 
at Okmulgee. 


Okmulgee, Okla., Dec. 16.—The jury 
was draw n late this afternoon in the 
$191,000 penalty suit against C harles 
IM. Roberts for perm itting a build­ 
ing owned by him to be used for the 
sale ot intoxicating liquors, and the 
trial will be held beginning tonight. 
This suit is based on the law that 
assesses a m axim um penalty of $1,000 
a day for such an offense, and the 
suit charges th at Roberts conducted 
such a place for a total of 191 days. 
The case is attractin g much atten ­ 
tion am ong liquor men and county 
attorneys and is in the nature of a 
test case. Fred S. Caldwell counsel to 
the governor is here to aid the coun 
tv attorney and assistants.

Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 16.—G uthrie will 
oppose in the courts the im m ediate 
removal of the capital from this city 
to Oklahoma C.ty under the provis­ 
ions of the capital rem oval bill just 
passed by the special session of the 
legislature at Oklahoma City. This 
was practically agreed upon at a meet 
lug today of the attorneys who all 
along have represented this city in 
capital removal m atters. The only dis­ 
agreem ent is regarding the course to 
be pursued. The attorneys generally 
believe no move is necessary, how­ 
ever, until the state suprem e court 
passes upon the case now pending, 
(and in which argum ents were made 
j two weeks ago, wherein G u th ries a t­ 
torneys declare there can be no cap­ 
ital removal excepting by C onstitu­ 
tional am endm ent. It is cited th at this 
pending case will act as an injunc­ 
tion against any attem pted rem oval 
until the court gives a decision. 
This seems to be the general opin­ 
ion, too, of the state officials, who 
declare today they will m ake no a t­ 
tem pt to remove until the suprem e 
court declares itself for removal. » 
I residing Justice Henry M. Furm an 
of th e state crim inal court of ap­ 
peals 
today 
withheld 
sevenopinions 
that were ready for handing down 
until the suprem e court shall act on 
the capital rem oval case. It is also 
shown th at the district court injunc­ 
tion, granted last June by Judge A 
H. Houston here, and which was af­ 
firmed recently by the state supreme 
court, is still in force until the su ­ 
prem e court shall hold otherwise. To 
nigh? it is understood the suprem e 
eonrt will not decide* the pending case 
until the regular court day next Tues­ 
day. 


No doubt rem ains tonight, if the 
court decision is against G uthrie on 
the point of the constitutional am end­ 
m ent to move the capital, th at G uth­ 
rie s attorneys will then immediately 
J seek an injunction against removal 
• on f ie ground that the special legis- 
I lative session in Oklahoma City is il­ 
legal. as are also its acts. This is 
based on the allegation that Gov. H as­ 
kell could not legally convene the 
legislature at any other place than 
at the seat of governm ent which the 
suprem e court had said recently was 
Guthrie. 


Present indications are that there 
will be sufficient court actions to hold 
the capital at G uthrie until after 1913 
until 
which date the enabling act 
provided the tem porary capital should 
be m aintained here. 
A fewr of the state officers, however, 
believe there will be an im m ediate 
removal. Col. A. P. W atson of the 
state corporation commission said to­ 
day he would im m ediately lease a 
residence in Oklahoma City. 
Leo Meyer, A ssistant Secretary of 
State, who will on Jan. 8 take his 
seat as state Auditor, stated tonight 
th at he will demand a court test of 
the capital rem oval bill ju st passed 
by the legislature, because it takes 
away from the A uditor the handling 
of moneys to be used in connection 
with the capitol building construction.
